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Washington Is Busy Trying to Find Out Just How 
Hoover Feels About the Tariff Bill With Its 


Countless 


Iniquities 


WASHINGTON, Nn. C. 


Tf you we. eresident of the United States and had a secretary of whom 
you Were quite fond and he happened to be a member of Congress obliged 
to vote on the most universally condemned Tariff Bill in American history, 
would you tip him off how you felt about it so that he might proceed in 


accord with your policies? 

Answer that question and you have 
solved one of Washington's favorite 
riddles of the moment—that of trying 
to ascertain how President Hoover feels 
about the Hawley tariff bill. 

He has elected to remain silent while 
Congress is writing a worse Tariff Bill 
than the Payne-Aldrich measure,which 
wrecked the Taft Administration. Sen- 
ator Newton has spoken. 

Some of the court chroniclers insist 
that if the Senate makes the bill any 
worse than when it left the House, 
Mr. Hoover will veto it. 

The politicians say that Is the bunk, 
except for incorporation of the farm 
export debenture bounty which was 
knocked out of the agricultural bill. 

If any one has an opportunity to 
know the Hoover mind about the tariff 
atrocity Mr. Smoot and his playmates 
are writing, it ought to be Walter H. 
Newtan, the secretary to the President 
in charge of administrative matters, 
andwassistant to Secretary of War Good 
as liaison officer with Congress. 

Just before he resigned from Con- 
gress, Mr. Newton, as a Representative 
from Minnesota, had to face the gun 
on the Hawley bill. He voted for pas- 
sage of the measure. Almost immedi- 
ately he issued a statement telling what 
a@ terrible bill it was and how he had 
gagged as he swallowed it. 

If the bill Was ag bad as Mr. Newton 
said it was after he voted for it, Wash- 
ington does not believe it would have 
upset'his stomach if he had received 
a nod or a wink from his chief to 
vote against it. 

The Newton statement is held by ex- 
perts in such matters to give the near- 
est thing to a tip-off the capital has 
been able to obtain on Mr. Hoover's 
personal attitude toward the Tariff Bill. 

WOULD HOOVER DO IT? 

The Hoover champions assert such @ 
guess is not far wrong. Except for 
inclusion of the debenture scheme, 
those inspired ones say Mr. Hoover 
would do as did Mr. Newton—meaning 
the President would sign the bill with 
all its monstrosities and then issue a 

+ statement pointing out certain iniqui- 
ities to which he subscribed in order 
not to deprive the farmer of the bright, 


3s shiny gold brick Messrs. Hawley and 


- Smoot are peddling to the West. 

It may be unfair to.give Eastern cir- 
culation to Secretary Newton’s com- 
ments on the Hawley tariff bill. He 
did not issue them for general con- 
sumption. His was, an alibi to his 
Minneapolis constituency which Tom 
Dillon and the Tribune have aroused 
into a lather of excitement over the 
wrongs of the Taniff Bill. 

Senator Fess of Ohio was quite angry 
whe his letter denouncing Borah, 
Brookhart, Nye, Norris and others as 
“pseudo-Republicans” was circulated 
outside of Ohio, where he thought it 
would be good stuff. Secretary New- 
ton gave his criticism of the tariff bill 
only to Minneapolis. 

The reason it may be unfair to print 
his confession that he stultified him- 
self when he voted for the Hawley hill 
is. that in so many instances recently 
words have been employed to conceal 
meanings instead of conveying them.

; _ The belief that Secretary Newton hit 
- Dretty close to the Hoover viewpoint 
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and sentiment on the Hawley bill is 
held by those who have ‘been striving 
to have the President’s position made 
clearer. They contend that the Presi- 
dent is hoping the Senate will reform 
the House bill and thus save him the 
job of trying to do it. 

They make further point of the fact 
that in his only public comment Mr. 
Hoover picked words which conveyed 
nothing. Speaking of the proposed 
sliding scale on sugar he said ne fa- 
vored a tariff which was fair to the 
producers and to the consumers. Cap- 
itol Hill countered almost inimedia‘ely 
with still further befuddled inquiries: 

“What kind of tariff is that?” 

“Whoever heard of one?” 

“Who can write that kind of Tariff 
Bill?” 

Secretary Newton’s analysis of the 
House bill is interpreted by some ot the 
political railbirds as forecasting the 
kind of statement Mr. Hooven will issue 
when he signs the measure next No- 
vember. He will sign it and o3int out 
the. things his foes do not like in it, 
say the prophets. 

President Coolidge did that after he 
was beaten on the first “Me..on Plan” 
of tax reduction. Congress kicked the 
Mellon plan out the window and 
enacted the Longworth-Simmons bill. 
It was everything Mr. Coolidge said he 
did not want. He signed it. He issued 
a statement embodying his protes: 
against the measure, holding the good 
to outweigh the bad. 

At any rate, while the Newton state- 
meius may prove to be nothing more 
than his personal alibi for voting eye 
on the Hawley bill, those who have 
seen his comment are convinced that 
eventualities will demonstrate he was 
in close accord with his chief.

WHY HE VOTED 

Secretary Newton, speaking as Repre- 
Sentative Newton, said: | 

“There were a number of schedules 
in the Hawley bill with which I was 
not in accord. I felt the changes were 
unwarranted. However, I voted for the 
bill and my reasons may be summar- 
ized as follows: 

“The party pledged itself to revision 
of the tariff which would insure ade- 
quate protection to agriculture and to 
readjust such other schedules where 
there should be substantial changes 
since the Fordney law was enacted. 

“The bill contained extensive and 
substantial changes in a large list of 
agricultural products. In my judgment 
these changes substantially conform to 
the platform and campaign pledges for 
more adequate protection of agricul- 
tural products. - ; 

“I thoroughly disagree with changes 
made in the building. material sched- 
ules. Likewise the hide, leather and 
shoe schedules. In my judgment these 
are unwarranted. There are other 
schedules with which I am not in ac- 
cord. They offset to a considerable 
extent the benefits the farmer will re- 
ceive from the changes in the agricul- 
tura] schedules. There will be an op- 
portunity to correct them in the Senate. 

“One of the most important features 
of the Hawley bill is the change made 
in the flexible provisions. Under the 
Fordney law the flexible provisions wiil 
not ‘flex.’ ‘ 

“As a result we had had very sub- 
stantial delay in the changing of 
schedules. The Hawley bill corrects 
this and provides a. practical and 
working flexible provision which will 
admit changes and adjustments which 
can be put into effect in from four to 
six months’ time. This particular, pro- 
vision itself will permit correction by 
the Tariff Commission and the. Presi- 
dent of mistakes, inequalities and 
injustices.”

The very fact that she allowed 
the scattering of these fragments was 
sufftcient to indicate that she did not 
care, The park is everybody's property 
and should be given the proper care. 
The more money the city is obliged to 
pay for men to keep the parks clean, 
the greater the taxes are for land- 
lords. The larger the taxes, the higher 
the rents. Each person is affected by 
his or her acts. Cleanliness is not only 
an individual requirement but a pub- 
lic one. 

The parks belong to the people and 
should be cared for by the people. 
What would happen if every woman 
threw her rubbish around the park? 
It would be a disaster. In a very short 
time, disease would set in and spread. 
After all, such matters are important. 
A woman may get away with the act 
and not be seen or caught. She might 
be responsible for the disease germs 
contaminating a whole community. 
With the warm weather it is more im- 
portant than ever to guard against 
such thoughtlessness.

A WOMAN was taken to court by

The scope of the Senate fight against 
this unheard of .delegation of legiss 
lative power to the Executive has not 
been made clear, but it is known that 
there are some of the Old Guard Re 
publicans on the Senate Finance Coms 
mittee who are hopeful the Demo- 
cratic members will protest loud 
enough to afford an excuse to modify 
the Hoover program. ‘ ; 

It is not that the Republican reac= 
tionaries are fearful that a Republi- 
can President would have the temerity 
to spoil their tariff handiwork, but 
they have been around long enough 
to appreciate that, there might be a 
Democratic President some day who 
would dare to be honest. q
